I'!. os i- who support or rationalize 
Die reorganization schemes rely up- 
on one irgument — "efficiency " But 
no one denies the efficiency possi- 
ble under this new step that abol- 
ishes parliamentary bickering If ef- 
ficiency is the sole purpose it can be 
a< hteved But to achieve the results 
claimed we sacrifice definitive fa- 
culty participation. It is replaced 
by arbitrary decisions of adminis- 
trators. 

Though this is the only way the 
ir«ults claim* can be achieved it 
is not 'ho method mentioned in ar- 
gument Visions are conjured ol 
meetings leading up to the recom- 
mendation; to the new super-board 
This would seem to leave the new 
body no duty but to act in efficier.t 
approval. 

In cases of conflict it will be ne- 
c'-w-ary to refer these questions back 
to sub-meetings lor endless rediscus- 
■inii! Eventually new recommenda- 
tions could again be made to the 



super-board This obviously is a con- 
fusion of administrative activity. 

The old .system of the Senate 
broueht all parties into one meet- 
ing t;lace for the settlement of such 
problems So. the arbitrary type of 
of efflcieiicy mentioned above will 
be found necessary lor the success 
of the new system. Thus, we find 
democratic processes sacrificed for 
what promises no better results. 

To support the opinion of this im- 
matun oolleaian I cite "Institution- 
Facul y Relation.' in the College of 
Integrity" by Bixlcr '1939e He says 
"Ffficiei ev in the administration of 
education has meaning only as it re- 
lates to the inclusive aim of educa- 
tion. If the inclusive aim is the 
democratic way of life, then the 
greatest efficiency can be achieved 
by the practice ol democracy i.i the 
college." 

May I ask the Board of Trustees 
what is our aim'

the existence of these essentials is 
proof that there actually is a democ-

Under the new scheme these es- 
sentials are easily curtailed Faculty 
oontrol ol policy is the main way of 
protecting these essentials. Again, if 
for no other reason than a part in 
policy decision such faculty partici- 
pation is important. 

"The Internal Administration of 
the Liberal Arts College" by Kinder 
>1934i states "A survey of the gen- 
eral faculty meetings held in the 
116 colleges of this survey brings out 
the fact that the presidents of the 
colleges are of the opinion that the 
faculty meetings are valuable, feasi- 
ble and even indispensable 
UK AUTHORITIES APPROVED 

As recently as 1936 our own au- 
thorities went on record in "Uni- 
versity of Kentucky. Organization 
of Boara of Trustees. Conduct of 
Business Matters Governing Regu- 
lation of the University " It says. "In 
accordance with the experience and 
practice of this and other institu- 
tions of amilar character, the Board 
entrusts the execution of all its plans 
and policies, together with the in- 
ternal government and administra- 
tion of the institution of the Pres- 
ident and the Senate, and other 
officers it may select." 

I am sure there has been no ap- 
preciable change in conditions since 
then, except more active participa- 
tion by the Senate— to the displea- 
sure of some. In fact, criticism of 
the Senate is a weed that sprang 
up overnight with the new scheme 
Though student activity in pro- 
test is increasing, it cannot be 
enough The students know that the 
faculty is not enthusiastic over the 
new scheme. We appreciate the dif- 
ficult position of the faculty, but 
believe that the united actio.i of 
that group will deny any individual 
retaliation As professional educators 
their opinion is more important than 
that of amateurs. 

As a student ol the University and

Students Protest Abolition 
Of The University Senate 



To the Editor of the Kernel: 

The recent action of the Board of 
Trustees is completely incompre- 
hensible to the student vitally af- 
fected by such rash, totalitarian 
dictatorial action 

Every day In various ways we are 
made aware of the sacrifices that 
must be made for democracy We 
are virtually the only democratic 
country left with much degree of 
freedom, able to stand against the 
destroyers of democratic civilization 
The university should epitomize the 
very best in democracy 

But how can a university uphold 
demicracy when it is institutional- 
ized in such a:i undemocratic fash- 
ion? How can democracy exist in 
spirit, and not in form? It is an im- 
possibility. 

The Board was intolerant of that 
dissention and continual wrang- 
ling which A-ent on in the Senate." 
Would the Board dissolve the Uni- 
ted States Senate on the same 
grounds? Discussion is healthy and 
vital to any organization, and with- 
out it very little is achieved 

We could make comparisons be- 
tween the institutions of Germany 
and those institutions under such 
a n-gime as this, but we hesitate to 
do so. because of the hope that there 
« ill be some changes made, and 
some clarification of the new order 

We are optimistis and do not be- 
lieve yet that this plan will really 
be executed We do not consider our- 
selves a "loud minority group who 

is installed, even though it proves 
unsatisfactory it will not be dis- 
plahed Then it will be too late. 

If the faculty is to justify the 
trust I would place in them for de- 
termining University policies, they 
should express some positive opin- 
ion now I hope they can see their 
way clear to express some support 
of the student movement Private 
opinion is not the type needed it 
must be for the public 



attract attention to get into news- 
papers" but a part of a student body 
which has been brought up to be- 
lieve in democracy in form as well 
as spirit, and which does not want 
to believe that the dreaded "wave 
of the future" is here. 

This is a vital issue; no student, 
instructor, professor or dean can pos- 
sibly escape from facing it. and his 
degree of opposition will be deter- 
mined by his degree of faith in de- 
mocracy. 

The Board is duty bound to rein- 
the Senate and redelegate full 
to it We are awaiting an 
answer. A prolongation of the issue 
until summer when the present stu- 
dent body has been dissolved is not 
an answer to the issue 

As students we would like to ask 
one question and we have the right 
to expect an answer: Can democracy 
function in the University success- 
iully?
